King Alexander, 
Queen Draga, the Queen's brother, the Servian Prime 
Minister, three Cabinet Ministers, and a score of nides-de- 
camp and members of the Royal Guard, were deliberately 
murdered by a confederacy of Servian officers, whose 
object was the elevation to the throne of Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch. When the first rumours of the horrid 
deed reached London early on Thursday morning they 
were received with incredulity. People scouted the iden 
that in this twentieth century a whole dynasty could be 
suddenly removed by homicide for political ends; but when 
later the news was confirmed in the text of a Proclamation

The New King.—Another act in this historical 
drama was played on Monday when, amid the shouts and 
cheers of the anxious people, the striins of the National 
Hymn, and the thunder of guns, “ Peter I. of the Dynasty 
of Karageorgevitch '" was unanimously elected |King by the 
Senate and Skuptschina or Parliament of Servia. The 
new King, who awaited the news of his election at Geneva, 
where he has for some time resided, at once notifled the 
Senate of his acceptance of the throne, and set out for 
Belgrade without delay. It is um tood that His 
Majesty will insist upon ёле exile of the murderers of the 
late King and Queen, and that he will re-establish the 
Constitution of 1888, which had been subveited by his 
predecessor.

The following has been sent 
to me. You must have 4 oz. of nice fresh cod’s 
roe, 2 oz. of fresh butter, a little salt and pepper, 
and half a lemon, one hard-boiled egg, and 
some slices of hot buttered toast. The first 
thing to be done is to soak the roe for two, or 
even three, hours in cold water; then chop it 
into small pieces and pound it up with 1 oz. of 
the butter and the hard yolk of the egg. Season 
with the pepper and salt to taste and the lemon 
juice ; be careful lest the juice of the half lemon 
should be too much. Put the mixture into a 
lightly buttered and clean pan; make it very 
hot and serve it heaped up on rounds of very 
hot and crisp buttered toast. Garnish on the 
top of each heap with a piece of the hard- 
boiled white of the egg, prettily cut out. The 
egg must be boiled hard, as if for a salad.

On Exhibition Celery. 

Amateurs are invariably grateful for hints as to how to 
pe vegetables or planis for exhibition, and as I have 
asked with reference to celery, the Illustration given, 
and the accompanying directions, may be of service to 
some other of my general readers. Sow celery in a fine 
rieh compost, sk off into 4 gentle hotbed, and when 
the plants are ready to lift, prepare a trench for them 
by taking out the soil 30in. deep and 2ft. wide. In 
the trench lay 18 in. d of hot dung, on that a 
mixture of finely chopped loam and rotten dung 6 in. 
deep, which will bring the trench to within 6in. of the 
ace, Plant one row of the best plante, choosing them 
not for height, but for substance. Put them 1ft. apart, 
crumble fine stuff on their roots in filling in, and make them 
firm. Water with tepid water and hoop over with mats or 
canvas to keep the sun from Фет Чот two’or three days; 
then remove the awning and just scratch the surface of the 
trench with a hoe, "v give а thin sprinkling of soot. 
Water as needful, and at every watering give plenty. A 
fortnight after planting begin with manure-water, weak at

first, and gradually stronger. Never use it twice in succes- 
sion, but always give one watering with rain-water between 
every two doses of liquid manure. Defer earthing as 
long as possible, and give a good soaking with water 
before beginning. 


Broodiness in Poultry. 
А broody hen may be “broken ” by being-placed in a 


соор + ыр a barred bottom, fixed a foot or-so from the 


ground. Put this in the run where she can see hens at 
liberty which feed close to the coop; and after a week's 
treatment she will bably give up the desire to sit. The 
best preventives of обоо are the addition of a pinch 
of salt to the breakfast, the omission of fat-forming and 
overheating food, such as maize and its products, plenty 
of fresh vegetables, unlimited scratching exercise, and а 
light, well-ventilated house. After the broody attack hens 
have been known to commence laying at two weeks; asa 
rule, they take longer.

Watering Tomatoes. 


This is work that is little understood by the majority of 
market men, says a writer in the Market Gardener. No 
plant can gw without water, and уе& опе constantly sees 
tomatoes being treated as if growers thought they could. 
We have seen tomatoes this season that were absolutely 
dust-dry, and when are d has been said about this the 
pr hes usually been forthcoming that the grower was 
afraid of disease, not realising that such a dryness of soil 
results in the undue ing of the tissues of the plant, 
and that disease of some sort is almost sure to be qe 

become dry in 


apering of moisture. In the winter the soil receives, as we 
n think, too much water, but this is Nature’s plan of 
making the subsoil r Y and of preparing for 
the dry times later. It is! to keep the atm. еге 
dry for the setting of the fruit also for the vention

stellata, which often attains a height of between 3 ft. and 4ft., 
with its large loose heads of small starry flowers, forming 
a pleasing contrast to plants of the dwarfer florists 
strain, уин вен display of highly coloured, closely set, 
rounded blooms. For ordinary conservatory decoration 
the star cinerarias are superior to the florists’ type, as

they lend themselves more readily to staging with fairly 
tall-growing subjects. It is, however, in the provision of 
сиб flowers for indoor decoration that this new race of 
cinerarias excels, as their tall stems and pretty informal 
flowers render them adapted for the adornment 
of the room, for which the old form, on account of its short 
stems, is comparatively ureless. Cineraria stellata was 
raised by crossing C. multiflora and C. cruenta with varieties 
of the florists’ cineraria, the resulting hybrids being crossed 
again and again before the cesired type was obtained, the 
points aimed at being. freedom of ong: small 
star-shaped flowers, and distinct colours. Many hues are 
now represented, among these being pure eem ue 
blue, French втеу, light crimson, mauve-pink, ај pink- 
tipped white. This new form of cineraria is of the easiest 
culture, being raised from seed like the florists’ section. 
For very large specimens, 9-їп, or even 10-in. pots ате 
advisable, but pretty plants with good heads of bloom may 
be produced in pots even as small as 3 in. in diameter. 
These will come in very useful for filling vases, etc., in 


the house.
